THF,  Wilson  Presidents  won  tour  out  ot  a scheduled  nine  games  in  the  1941  season.  We  are 
all  proud  of  our  victory  over  our  chief  rival,  Maury,  hy  a score  of  i6-6.  'Phis  marks  the  first 
victory  that  Wilson  has  scored  on  Maury  since  19JI.  On  this  date  Clarence  “.Ace”  l^arker 
and  “Booty”  (iarner  sparked  the  attack. 

This  season  the  Presidents  held  the  Granby  Comets  to  a 7-2  score  in  favor  ot  the  Norfolk  team, 
on  'I'hanksgiving  Day  the  Granby  Eleven  journed  to  the  Municipal  Stadium  to  he  held  in  their  won 
territory  three  quarters  ot  the  game,  only  to  come  back  in  the  last  minutes  to  tally  for  a touchdown.

BASKETBALL
